MORE  FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE. 

On  July  29  foot-and-mouth  disease  infection  was  discovered  in  a  herd  of  20  cattle 
within  the  city  limits  of  Hornell,  Steuben  County,  N.  Y.  As  no  known  cases  of  the 
disease  had  previously  been  found  within  a  radius  of  over  75  miles,  the  source  of  the 
infection  remained  a  mystery  until  two  days  later,  when  125  swine,  divided  among 
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five  herds,  were  found  infected  within  half  a  mile  of  the  first-discovered  premises. 
These  swine  had  evidently  had  the  disease  in  a  mild  form  for  a  considerable  length 
of  time.     Infection  had  been  carried  from  them  to  the  cattle  through  drainage. 

As  no  previous  infection  had  been  discovered  on  a  farm  since  May  11  and  in  a 
slaughterhouse  since  June  16,  the  report  of  these  cases  came  as  an  unpleasant  surprise, 
but  the  newly  discovered  infection  emphasizes  again  the  need  for  continued  careful 
supervision  of  all  live  stock  in  previously  infected  areas,  especially  large  herds  of 
swine. 


TRANSFER    OF    EMPLOYEES'    HOUSEHOLD    GOODS    AT    GOVERNMENT 

EXPENSE. 

The  attention  of  employees  of  the  bureau  is  again  directed  to  the  necessity  of  ob- 
serving more  closely  the  regulations  governing  the  transfer  of  household  goods.  The 
following  instructions  are  issued  for  guidance  in  the  handling  of  such  shipments,  and 
supersede  all  previous  instructions  on  this  subject: 

1.  An  employee  may  have  his  household  goods  transferred  from  one  official  station 
to  another  for  permanent  duty,  as  indicated  in  paragraph  78  (p)  and  (r)  of  the  fiscal 
regulations,  only  when  written  authority  and  a  Government  bill  of  lading  are  obtained 
from  the  bureau  before  the  shipment  is  made.  The  question  of  what  is  a  permanent 
transfer  and  whether  or  not  an  employee  is  entitled  to  transfer  his  household  goods 
at  Government  expense  will  be  determined  by  the  Washington  office  in  each  case. 
Under  no  circumstances  must  a  shipment  be  made  before  information  is  received 
from  the  Washington  office  that  such  authority  and  Government  bill  of  lading  have 
been  issued. 

2.  In  making  application  for  a  Government  bill  of  lading  and  authority  covering 
packing,  crating,  freight,  and  drayage  charges,  complete  information  should  be  fur- 
nished as  follows: 

(a)  Indicate  points  between  which  the  shipment  will  be  made,  and  the  date. 

(b)  Give  a  brief  description  of  the  goods,  with  approximate  weight  of  same. 

(c)  Indicate  actual  location  of  goods  and  whether  they  are  in  storage  or  at  residence. 

(d)  State  the  approximate  distance  the  goods  are  to  be  hauled  to  the  station  at 
point  of  shipment  and  from  station  to  residence  at  destination. 

(e)  I  f  the  employee  transferred  lives  outside  the  limits  of  the  city,  known  as  his 
official  station,  indicate  place  and  distance. 

(/)  Give  conservative  estimate  of  the  expenses  for  packing,  crating,  and  drayage, 
such  estimate  to  be  obtained  from  two  or  more  reliable  transfer  companies  and  to  spec- 
ify the  cost  for  each  service  separately. 

(g)  If  any  additional  information  is  available  concerning  a  preferred  routing  it 
should  be  indicated  and  will  be  considered  before  issuance  of  bill  of  lading. 

3.  If  the  request  is  approved  by  the  bureau  a  Government  bill  of  lading  will  be 
issued  and  forwarded  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  the  point  of  shipment,  who  will  see 
that  the  shipment  is  handled  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  instructions- on  the  reverse 
side  of  the  bill  of  lading.  He  will  also  indicate  on  the  bill  of  lading,  memorandum 
bill  of  lading,  and  shipping  order  any  additional  shipping  marks,  number,  descrip- 
tion, and  weight  of  packages,  and  execute  the  consignor's  certificate  of  shipment. 

4.  All  shipments  must  be  supervised  by  the  inspector  in  charge  or  his  representative 
specially  detailed  for  the  purpose,  but  no  expense  other  than  street  car  fare  will  be 
allowed  in  this  supervision.  The  shipment  should  be  made  as  promptly  as  possible 
after  the  bill  of  lading  is  received,  as  it  is  important  that  the  transaction  be  completed 
without  unnecessary  delay.  If  delay  be  unavoidable,  the  Washington  office  should 
be  advised  and  the  approximate  date  given  on  which  the  shipment  will  go  forward. 

5.  The  local  freight  agent  of  the  transportation  company  handling  the  shipment 
should  be  consulted  with  reference  to  packing,  marking,  valuation,  and  other  details 
of  shipment.  Shipment  will  be  made  at  the  owner's  risk  and  released  to  a  valuation 
of  |10  per  hundredweight.     In  the  event  the  routing  is  questioned  by  the  transporta- 
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tion  company,  the  matter  must  be  referred  to  the  bureau  with  recommendation  as  to 
what  would  be  a  preferable  routing,  using  a  telegram  if  necessary. 

6.  An  employee  will  be  allowed  transportation  on  5,000  pounds  of  household  effects 
and  other  personal  property  used  in  official  work,  provided  the  shipment  is  handled 
strictly  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  78  (p)  and  (r)  of  the  fiscal 
regulations.  In  no  case  will  more  than  5,000  pounds  of  household  goods  and  personal 
effects,  as  stipulated  above,  be  transferred  on  a  Government  bill  of  lading.  Goods 
transferred  in  excess  of  this  amount  must  be  covered  by  a  commercial  bill  of  lading 
and  the  charges  therefore  paid  from  the  personal  funds  of  the  owner. 

7.  A  blank  duplicate  certificate  (Form  T-16),  will  be  forwarded  to  point  of  ship- 
ment with  bill  of  lading.  As  soon  as  goods  have  been  delivered  to  the  transportation 
company  both  copies  of  this  certificate  should  be  executed  by  the  inspector  in  charge 
and  returned  at  once  to  the  Washington  office.  If  there  be  no  inspector  in  charge  at 
the  point  of  shipment  the  Form  T-16  certificate  should  be  executed  by  the  inspector 
in  charge  of  the  force  to  which  the  employee  is  transferred.  If  there  be  no  inspector 
in  charge  at  point  of  shipment  or  at  destination,  the  certificate  should  be  executed  by 
the  employee  transferred. 

8.  A  blank  certificate  (Form  T-17)  will  also  be  forwarded  with  the  bill  of  lading 
and  must  be  executed  by  the  owner  of  the  goods.  The  reimbursement  account  of  the 
employee,  covering  packing,  crating,  and  drayage  charges,  must  show  the  number  of 
the  letter  of  authorization  issued  to  cover  such  charges,  and  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  certificate  T-17,  properly  executed,  and  original  receipts  for  packing,  crating, 
and  drayage  charges.  If  packing,  crating,  and  drayage  service  be  performed  by  a 
transfer  company  that  will  render  a  bill  to  the  bureau  on  voucher  form  No.  5  for 
direct  settlement,  these  charges  should  not  be  paid  by  the  employee  transferred;  but 
in  that  case  the  names  of  the  companies  or  individuals  performing  the  service  must  be 
given  on  the  Form  T-17  and  the  notation  "No  drayage  charges  paid  "  made  thereon. 

9.  In  the  event  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  the  transfer  of  household  goods  by 
rail  or  boat,  and  their  transfer  by  van  is  preferred,  special  permission  must  first  be 
obtained  from  the  Washington  office,  and  under  no  circumstances  will  such  permis- 
sion be  granted  if  the  cost  will  exceed  what  it  would  be  were  the  transfer  made  by 
rail  or  boat. 

10.  Where  property  is  damaged  while  in  the  possession  of  the  carrier,  such  loss  or 
damage  should  be  noted  in  the  proper  place  on  the  back  of  the  bill  of  lading  before 
the  consignee  receipts  for  the  delivery  of  the  goods,  and  the  claim  for  such  loss  or 
damage  should  be  filed  with  the  last  carrier  handling  the  goods.  If  an  adjustment 
is  not  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  matter  should  be  taken  up  with  the  Wash- 
ington office  and  full  particulars  given  of  the  action  already  taken.  All  such  claims 
should  be  just  and  legitimate  valuations  of  the  articles  damaged. 

11.  Heretofore  the  bureau  has  experienced  considerable  trouble  in  obtaining  set- 
tlement of  accounts  where  shipments  were  made  without  the  receipt  of  prior  authority 
from  the  Washington  office.  It  is  doubtful  whether  or  not  such  expenses  may  be 
reimbursed,  and  in  order  to  obviate  any  question  that  may  arise  due  to  this  fact, 
inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  give  the  foregoing  instructions  special  and  careful 
consideration  and  to  see  that  they  are  observed  by  all  employees  concerned. 
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[The  bureau  keeps  no  mailing  list  for  sending  publications  to  individual  employees,  but  publications 
are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  to  members  of  their  forces.  The  number  of  copies 
varies  with  the  subject  or  nature  of  the  publication  and  the  number  and  class  of  employees.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  a  publication  on  a  veterinary  subject,  sufficient  copies  are  sent  for  the  veterinarians.  Inspec- 
tors in  charge  will  use  their  judgment  and  distribute  publications  to  best  advantage.  Additional  copies 
will  be  furnished  on  request  so  far  as  possible.]
